States, was held at Milwaukee pursuant to 
notice. There was a large attendance, the 
leading cities East, West and South being 
represented. Mayor Stowell of Milwaukee, 
welcomed the convention, and in the course 
of his remarks said : 

“No breath of criticism, certainly, can be 
cast.on the great interest you represent. It 
is cleanly—clean as your shower-washed 
meadows, harmless as the gentle, heaven- 
descending dews, and, what is of st 
importance, vastly useful. Public ith, 
public morals, even public subsistence, are 
conserved to a great degree by occu- 
pation.

There was one pyramid of 
creamery roll butter, consisting of five 
hundred tubs, and weighing in the aggre- 
gate twenty-five thousand pounds. There 
were smaller pyramids of the same kind of 
butter, and a splendid display on the ta- 
bles. The show of cheese was also mag- 
nificent, both in extent and quality of pro- 
duct. John MacDonald of Philadelphia, 
was eleeted President for the ensuing year, 
and Col. R. M. Littler of Davenport, Iowa. 
was re-elected Secretary for the seventh 
time. 

Mr. George Larwence, vice-President for 
Louisiana, submitted a report giving some 
statistics it to the trade there, 
showing that there was a constant demand 
for the best dairy products at a good price. 
In the matter of cheese, the Western flat 
cheese was preferred. 

The convention was then addressed by 
Thomas Higgins, of Liverpool, England. 
He thanked the Association for having 
chosen him an honorary member last year, 
and said he had come 4,000 miles to attend

. Eoeeping Farm Accounts. 


Notwithstanding its acknowledged im- 
portance, how many farmers there are who 
do not keep debt and eredit with the farm. 
With the beginning of the new year is a 
good time to begin an accurate account of 


receipts and expenditures, if it has not al-| the 


ready been begun. A book suitable for the 
purpose costs but little, and the time re- 
quired to make the proper entries is a very 
small matter compared with the benefits to 
be derived. The left hand page may be 
used as the debtor column, where the farm 
is to be chargedjwith everything expended 
upon it, including dréssing, labor of all 
kinds, whether of man or animal; taxes, 


insurance and interest on its cash value. | ang the 


&c. The right hand page will be the credit 
column, where the farm is to be given 
eredit for everything it produces, whether 
it be used on the farm or sold. Whensa 
page is filled the columns of figures should 
be carefully added and the amount carried 
to the top of the next column of the same 
side. This is a very simple method of keep- 
ing accounts, but it will answer every pur- 
pose, and will show at the end of the year 
whether the farmer has made or lost by 
his business. Accounts with specidl crops 
can be kept in essentially the same way, if 
desired. 

Farmers should also keep a cash bock. 
Every intelligent man engaged in trade, 
keeps a cash book, which is carefully bal- 
anced up every night, and the footings 
compared with the cash on hand, and a per- 
son engaged in retail trade would find it 
very difficult to get credit of the wholesale 
or jobbing houses if it were known that he 
did not keep a cash account. On one page 
put down everything sold and the amount 
received for it. On the other put down all 
the expenditures; then by adding up the 
two columns the difference should repre- 
sent the cash on hand. If there is any dis- 

be sure there is some error in 
making the entries, or there is a ‘hole in 
the pocket.” A farmer keeping a book of 
this kind knows his “latitude and longi- 
tude,” as well as the captain of a ship. and

The Closed Factories. 


Atthe Brooks and Bethel Institutes the 
situation of many of the closed out cheese 
factories came prominently before the 
meetings. While it is unpleasant to think

the course of 20 minutes the first layer 
will have set, then raise the wheel ten 
inches leaving a lap of two inches on the 
first layer, then fill up as before, and so on 
till finished. When the circular wall is 
completed, remove the wheel and fill the 
bottom of the cistern eight inches thick 
with the same grouting as you used to fill 
the walls, and a solid bottom and wall are 
completed. Plaster the whole with two 
coats of mortar made of one part sand and 
two parts cement. Let the last coat be a 
very little thinner, when it will be as 
smooth as the inside of ajug. A cistern 
thus constructed will be perfectly tight 
and last ages, if well covered with cedar 
sleepers or other durable timber, and the 
cost in cash need not be over eight or ten 
dollars. I once had one built this way and 
it gave entire satisfaction. Let it be se- 
curely covered from the frost.

Corn Raising in Maine. 


Some years since I commenced raising 
corn on my place in Hampden, as an exper- 
iment. having doubts about its success, as I 
feared we were too far East, ang too near 
the sea coast, exposed to the afternoon 
sea breezes. With me it has proved a de- 
cided success. I have during three years 
experimented as to the best soil for corn, 
the best fertilizer, the right distance apart 
to make rows and hilis, the number of ker- 








.} nels to a hill, the best mode of cutting and 


saving the corn and fodder, the best time to 
plant, &e., to make corn raising 
a study in my farm ions. As my 
health has so far failed as to unfit me for 
manual labor, I shall have to give up hoed 
s, and make hay raising a specialty. I 
will, through the Farmer, give some of 
the results and conclusions arrived at, for 
First, then, 
the soil must be made rich by a liberal ap- 
plication of plant food, and so elevated 
as to be sure from frosts. Mucky, springy

tie-up; next, hog dressing, well rotted; 
barnyard manure will do well. By experi- 
ment, I find the best yield with rows four 
feet apart, hills three, planted with four to 
six kernels in the hill; rows furrowed both 
ways. I have a marker with wide teeth, so 
to mark four feet apart, with holes to 
change to three feet, with thills for the 
horse; mark itoff with the marker, and 
then furrow the four feet rows with the 
horse plow. This gives the distance quite 
perfect, I have planted all distances, but 
to prove which produces the most corn, I 
last —— four rows, three feet 
apart, m twelve feet; then three rows 
four four feet, occupying the same ground 
asthe four rows feet apart. The 
rows were all of one length—about 50 hills. 
It was harvested separately. The 4—3 feet 
rows had seven baskets of ears; the 3—4 
feet rows eight, making a gain of one-eighth. 
in favor of 4 feet rows occupyimg the 
same ground. 

To secure the best results, the ground 
should be stirred often and kept free from 
weeds. I have known many farmers to 
start well for acorn crop and ee

Greg- 
ory of Penobscot County Grange, reported 
that Penobscot County numbers 700 mem- 
bers. Z. A. Gilbert, Secretary of the Maine 
Board of Agriculture, said he was making 
out a report of the growth of the order in 
different parts of the State and that he had 
found in the most isolated parts of the 
State, some of the most flourishing granges, 
and that in Caribou he had found one of 
the best halls in the State, owned by the 
Patrons. In Carroll, Penobscot county, he 
had found a grange with the population 
completely surrounded by woods, where 
some of the most remarkable results had 
grown out of the benefit of the order. 5. 
B. Titus, Secretary of the Van Buren City 
Grange of Michigan, thought the raising of 
the women to equal honors with the mep 
in our order, was a grand step in the right 
direction; that the women had been the 
making and upbuilding of the order; and 
that sooner or later she would have her 
proper place at the ballot box, and that 
one result would be the advancement of 
the temperance cause. 

On Thursday, the attendance was still 
large and the interest unabated. The fore- 
noon was spent in listening to reports of 
committees and in the discussion of topics 
of interest. An amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the State Grange was adopted by 
permission of the National Grange, provid- 
ing that in case the Master of a Subordinate 
Grange is unable to attend the annual meet- 
ing of the State Grange, such Grange may 
choose any fourth degree member as a del- 
egate in his place. The afternoon and eve- 
ning were occupied in speeches by Broth- 
ers Whitney of Ohio, Flint of California, 
and by members of the State Grange. As 
a whole the meeting was one of the most 
interesting and profitable ever held in the 
State. 

ADDRESS OF WORTHY MASTER ROBIE. 

The following is a verbatim report of 
Worthy Master Robie’s address to the 
State Grange :— 

The grange is a responsible institution, 
incorporated by the laws of the State, and 
should be respected by all our citizens. We 
willingly and without reserve, publish to 
the world our principles and lay bare the 
rock on which they arefounded. But very 
little of the inside work, even around our 
sacred altar, is kept from the public eye.

They are prominent 
in the initiatory services, and with these 
avenues for knowledge and sentiment 
thrown wide open there would seem to be 
little meed of further instruction. Not- 
withstanding all these lights which have 
dispelled the opposition to our order, re- 
moved such doubts as have heretofore pre- 
vented thousands in our State from becom-

still we have not removed every vestige of 
opposition and criticism, and do not occu- 
the vantage ground that belongs to us.

The subjects relating to the good of the 
Order were discussed with much dignity, 
earnestness and ability, showing each 
member to be an earnest worker and deep 
thinker, understanding the true object of 
the Grange, and the importance of its mis- 
sion. The debates and discussion would 
do credit to legislative assemblies, and | 
shall expect to hear that some of our West- 
ern and Southern brothers are to occupy 
positions in Congress. Brother J. H, Brig- 
ham of Ohio lost his election by only a few 
votes at the recent election jn that State. 
{ wished, while seated with these brothers 
and sisters from North, South, East and 
West, listening to the different views and 
ideas of things pertaining to our Order and 
the interests of agriculture, that every broth- 
er and sister of our State could enjoy the 
same privilege, that they might realize more 
fully the great value of our Order, and the 
breadth of its mission; its power to fra- 
ternize all political parties, and thereby to 
elevate and purify their purposes, to ban- 
ish selfishness and enlarge our charity 
toward our fellow men. All political par- 
ties were represented in this assembly, but 
the principles and purposes of our Order 
were held above party affiliation. The 
earnest and enthusiastic Southerner greet- 
ed the brothers from New England with 
a cordial grasp, and during the recesses 
discussed the events of the late war, with- 
out a shade of bitterness in tone or manner. 
No partisan or sectional spirit intruded 
within our peaceful walls, and the pure 
spirit of brotherly love and sweet charity 
shed a halo over all our deliberations, ex- 
emplifying that the mission of the Grange 
is being fulfilled, and exerting its purifying 
influence over the whole land. ‘The dis- 
cussion on membership was very earnest, 
and there was a uniform expression, that 
the good of the Order required that the gates 
of the Grange should only be opened to 
those who were engaged in agricultural pur- 
suits. The reports from every section of 
the country, in regard to the permanency 
and progress of the Order, were very fa- 
vorable, and each representative from the 
several States, frequently enlarged upon 
the great possibilities of the Grange, and 
manifested an os faith in the final 
triumph of its principles. The financial 
condition of the National Grange is excel- 
lent, being out of debt, with a permanent 
fund of United States securities, valued at 
fifty thousand dollars. 

Among other questions, that of change 
in regalia was discussed, resulting in a de- 
cision that the same style and color should 
be retained, each Sane being allowed to 
choose its own material. 

The officers of the National Grange were 
very exact, and critical in their instruc- 
tions, in regard to the unwritten work of 
the order, and advise a more careful and 
rigid observance of all its rules, and in- 
structions, by the State, county and sub- 
ordinate Granges. 

There was a protracted discussion on the 
duties and advantages of the Commissioner 
of Agriculture, and there was a unani- 
mous Lp ay ee of sentiment by a direct 
vote of the delegates, that the importance 
of the agricultural interests of the country 
demanded that it should be represented in 
the councils of the nation by a position in 
the Cabinet. There are two sides to this 
question, and I would recommend, in order 
that its importance be better understood, 
that it be made a subject of discussion in 
all of our Grange meetings: There was a 
strong expression of sentiment in favor of 
popular education and sustaining our agri- 
cultural colleges. Congress will be asked 
for additional aid and a farther endowment 
for these excellent institutions and colleges 
for the people. I would recommend that 
the claims of our own State Agricultural 
—- be discussed in the Grange so that 
its nen may be better understood 
and utili and brought nearer to the ne- 
cessities and possession of the farmers of 
our State. Experimental stations are a 
subject full of interest. They form an ‘im- 
portant part of the demands of poegenive 
agriculture. Let the Patrons give this 
matter a thorough investigation. That 
farmer is far behind the car of progress, 
who is unwilling to aid in the opening of 
every avenue which elevates agriculture, 
enlarges its field of operations vy science, 
and thereby puts it among the learned 
professions, as it is the most useful in the 
world.
